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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


Two  terras  of  school  have  been  taught  in  each  of  the 
twelve  school  houses  in  town  during  the  past  year.  While 
none  of  our  schools  have  been  perfect ;  some  of  them  have 
fallen  but  little  short  of  it.  We  are  never  certain  that  a 
school  is  a  good  one  when  the  pupils  generally  speak  well 
of  it ;  nor  is  it  certain  that  a  school  is  good  for  nothing 
when  the  pupils  speak  of  it  as  such.  Their  judgement  is 
not  always  reliable,  for  we  sometimes  find  that  a  so  called 
good  for  nothing  school  is  one  of  the  best  in  town. 

A  true  education  has  regard  to  the  proper  developement 
of  the  whole  being :  the  physical,  intellectual  and  moral  na- 
tures. It  is  thought  by  some  that  the  teacher  of  the  common 
school  is  to  teach  only  the  intellect ;  if  she  aids  the  pupil  to 
understand  the  science  her  work  is  done.  A  great  want  of 
the  present  age  is  good  honest  men  and  women,  if  we  would 
have  good  men  and  good  women,  we  must  have  good  boys 
and  good  girls.  Let  the  children  in  our  common  schools, 
then  and  there  as  well  as  at  home,  be  taught  to  cherish  a 
love  for  the  truth  and  for  the  right,  and  to  regard  any  de- 
viation from  strict  integrity  of  character  and  uprightness  in 
life  as  degrading  and  wrong.  We  have  done  our  best  to 
have  our  teachers  teach  all  of  this.  And  should  any  teacher 
aim  at  anything  less? 

The  parents  in  most  districts  think  they  must  have  the  best 
teacher  in  town,  that  the  best  instruction  must  be  given 
in  all  the  branches  taught,  that  pupils  must  be  made 
to  learn  whether  they  will  or  not,  made  to  deport 
themselves  properly  at  school,  no  matter  how  they  are 
allowed  to  behave  at  home;  that  their  children  ought 
to  receive  the  personal  attention  of  the  teacher  at  all 
times  when  desired ;  that  every  arrangement  of  the 
school  shall  be  perfectly  satisfactory  to  them.     It  is  impos- 
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sible  to  accomplish  all  this.  We  have  taken  great  pains  to 
secure  the  best  teachers  we  could  for  the  pay  we  give  ;  we 
cannot  often  hire  teachers  for  less  than  other  towns  pay. 
Criticisms  are  plenty  and  often  listened  to  with  pleasure  ; 
hut  it  always  takes  much  time  and  thought  to  do  what  our 
office  requires  of  us. 

The  school  house  at  West  Campton  has  been  thoroughly 
repaired  inside  and  is  now  a  very  neat  and  commodious 
school  room,  and  several  others  have  received  some  atten- 
tion. 

Allow  me  to  suggest  that  it  might  be  a  good  investment 
for  the  town  to  raise  two  hundred  dollars  to  support  four 
winter  schools  so  divided  over  the  town  that  all  pupils  who 
wish  too  could  attend.  It  would  be  cheaper  than  going 
away  to  higher  schools. 

I  am  most  happy  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  general 
courtesy  I  have  received  from  both  parents  and  pupils  dur- 
ing my  term  of  office,  and  especially  would  I  make  honor- 
able mention  of  the  pupils  in  the  schools  for  their  respectful 
actention  to  whatever  I  have  had  to  say  of  the  preciousness 
of  their  present  opportunities,  and  twice  thank  them  for  so 
cheerfully  taking  hold  of  all  the  new  methods  of  instruction 
we  have  introduced.  1  shall  always  look  back  to  Campton 
with  pleasant  memories.
